WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A resolu-

A RETALIATORY BILL. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 19.--The agri- 
cultural appropriation bill reported 
today contained a retaliatory clause 
authorizing the secretary of agri- 
culture to inspect imported articles 
dangerous to health, and also au- 
thorizing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to exclude such articles. The 
jcestriction is designated to apply to 
a large number of articles imported 
from foreign countries. 


Dr. K. K. Wheelock, a member of 
the city council, believes the city 
should have an isolation and deten- 
tion hospital, in fact two of them 
It is his opinion that the city should 
erect convenient to St. Joseph and 
Hope hospitals suitable buildings 
for the purpose, one at each hospital 
of suitable capacity and properly 
fitted up for the purpose. 


Dr. Wheelock says he does not 
favor locating an isolation and de 
tention hospital on the Abbott prop- 
erty or the county poor farm, his 
objection being that each place is 
too remote from the city. He says 
that great danger might sometime 
ensue from removing patients in in- 
clement weather such distance. The 
expense too, he thinks, would 
be 
greater than the city could afford. 


Dr. Wheelock says that it would 
cost the city $700 or $800 a month 
to maintain a hospital distant from 
the city and keep nurses of sach 
skill as to qualify them for the 
duties exacted. 


He is of the opinion that an isola- 
tion and detention annex to each of 
the city hospitals would be vastly 
more practicable, much more econ- 
omical and far more satisfactory 
than any other plans yet proposed.

MACON, Ga., Deo. 
19.—President 
MoKinley arrived here at 9:30 a. m. 
He was received by a large and en- 
thusiastic crowd. The presidential 
party drove out to the reviewing 
grounds, where General Wilson's 
command passed before the presi- 
dent. 


At the station the presidential 
party was met by fifteen carriages 
and lined up along the street was 
the Seventh cavalry, the bright 
yellow of the overcoat linings mak- 
ing a vivid oontrast against the fog 
and drizzle that prevailed. After 
driving through the streets the pres- 
ident took his place on the review- 
ing stand. 


On one side of the chief executive 
stood General Wilson, and on the 
other General Bates. As the brig- 
ades passed the respective com- 
manders-took their places on the 
stand with the presidential party. 
Despite the poor weather a large 
and enthusiastic crowd was on 
hand. The troops then passed in 
review. 


A memorial address was present- 
ed to the president by the confeder- 
ate veterans. The now famous ref- 
erence, "to care for the confederate 
dead,"in the president's Atlanta 
speech,

wreath of flowers and placed on the 
pedestal of the confederate monu- 
ment.

The subjoined communication was 
sent to the city council last Tues- 
day night by Henry M. Williams. 
Mr. Williams discusses a matter of 
interest to all property owners in 
the city. The commimlpation was 
read to the council and referred to 
the committee on judiciary and the 
city attorney. The communication 
follows: 
FORT WAYNE, I n d . , D e c . 1 3 t h , '98. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne: When traveling in the west 
several years ago, in the city of 
Des Moines, Iowa, I found in opera- 
tion a statute permitting partial 
payments by property owners on 
cost of sewers, 
pavements, and 
other public improvements. Dis- 
covering upon inquiry 
that the 
law 
was 
giving 
great 
satis- 
faction, 
I 
brought 
home with 
me a copy, and handed it to Mr. 
Barrett, then our state senator, who 
succeeded, after some difficulty and 
some amendments, in having it 
adopted by our legislature, and this 
was the origin of what is known as 
the "Barrett law." 
Whether the 
changes made were for the better 
or not, in the Iowa law, I do not 
know. It is a beneficial law, as now 
it stand«, but not perfect. 
The 
good of the community requires 
that it be changed in one important 
particular. If the members of this 
council shall agree with me in this, 
I suggest that they give the weight 
of their influence by a resolution 
asking the legislature for the pro- 
posed change. 


All the loan companies in the 
United States, absolutely without 
exception, give their borrowers the 
option of paying on or before final 
period of maturing of loan. 
The 
Barrett law should contain a similar 
option for paying street and other 
improvements. The loan companies 
say this plan, with more than twenty 
years' experience, has proven en- 
tirely satisfactory, and such munici- 
pal bond-buying oompanies as N. W. 
Harris & Co., ot Chicago and Bos- 
ton, have repeatedly informed me 
that they would have no objection 
to such an option in the street 
improvement 
bonds 
of 
cities 
like Fort Wayne; that 
the 
6 
per cent, bond will sell just as well 
as the present ten year option bond; 
that when money is paid in, in 
advance, there is always some one 
wanting it again, some other city or 
some other improvement in the 
same city. During the Oakley ad- 
ministration four years ago, I first 
called upon N. W. Harris & Co., at 
their Chicago office, who advised 
me as above staled, and referred me 
to Judge Wood, their counsel, for 
still further information.
